Prov. Police Civen 


Almost Free Hand 


The management and duties of 
the Provincial Police foree are to 
undergo a radical change, under a 
new Act brought down in the House 
on Thursday last. 

The new bill repeals the present 
Act, and instead of the Provincial 
Police being controlled by a com- 
mission as at present, they are to 
be placed under the control of the 
Attorney-General, “‘or such other 
minister “as may be from time to 
time appointed by the Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor in Council.’’ 

The Provincial Police, as before, 
are to perform all the duties of con- 
stables in the preservation of peace’ 
the prevention of crime, and offen- 
‘ces against the laws of Alberta. The 
largest powers given to the force, 
however, are those in the search for 
liquor kept for sale in contravention 
of the liquor act. One clause of the 
bill gives the police power to con- 
duct a search for illicit liquor on an 
order issued by the Commissioner 
of Police. Another gives the police 
the right to search any transporta- 
tions vehicle or person believed to 
have liquor, and the right to destroy 
the liquor. Still another 
saves any such police oflicer from

: Advertising Spells Success 
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Complications Arising 
Out of the Big War 


In Europe at the moment it isa 
grim race between peace and an- 
archy. At this writing it would 
seem that the Soviet revolutionists 
have a firm hold upon Hungary, 
and war has been declared upon the 
Allies. Much of this trouble is un- 
questionably due to the long strung- 
out peace negotiations, together with 
the fact that half Europe is hungry, 
and starving men are hard to rea- 
son with. At this juncture feed and 
finance would do more to place Con- 
tinental Europe on a firm political 
footing than all the armies that the 
Allies could use, and the sooner this 
undertaking is on a proper working 
basis the better. Tothe charge that 
the Allied governments have bun- 
gled there is no answer. On the 
one hand they deelined to suppress 
Bolshevism with armed forces, while 
on the other they failed to take 
| proper steps whereby the’ situation 
could be relieved. They have nei- 
ther aided Poland, Checho-Slovakia, 
Rumania or the other little new and 
friendly powers with much needed 
supplies, nor have they endeavored 
to crush the foes of these powers by 
force of arms. Everything has been 


time, for the peace conference to 
come to an end. Idleness and want 
is no doubt at the root of the trouble 
jand where it will end no man can 
say at the present time. 

In the matter of Germany the 
Allies are also unquestionably on 
two horns of a dilemma. Crush 
that country as France would like 
to see her crushed and she would be 
unable to pay her war indemnities, 
jand furthermore the chances are 
that Bolshevism, already to the 
fore, would take control. On the 
other hand, leave Germany as she 
}is and she continues a menace to 
Continental Europe. Another ques- 
ition which is taking a good deal of 
| careful adjustment is that having to 
do with the task of policing the 
German boundaries perhaps for 
years tocome.

rording to a statement issued by 
Julius Barnes, president of the cor- 
poration. 

Referring to the-fact that recent 
continual. advances in wheat prices 
paid in western markets, apparently 
contradict statements from the in- 
dustrial stabilization board at Wash- 
ington, that lower food prices could 
be expected in the near future, Mr. 
Barnes said; ‘‘The reason for this 
seems to be that current deliveries 
of wheat from the farm have been 
insufficient for the milling needs.’’ 
He addedNhat “‘although the grain 
corporation has resold from its «c- 
eumulated holdings within the last 
two weeks practically 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat, the price has only 
been moderately ia check. Fortu- 
nately America has a surplus of rye 
and barley and oats, aad in order 
to relieve the strain of foreign biy- 
ing upon our markets we have ad- 
vised the neutral governments that 
America will be unable to furnish 
any more wheat or wheat flour 
to them; that they are free to buy 
these other grains in our market, 
but must send their ships for wheat 
to other sources of supply. Also, 
commencing next week, the grain 
corporation will buy, for shipment 


in relief to liberated countries in, 
Europe, rye floer, corn flour and - 


barley flour, and will thereby re- 
duce its current purchases of whem 
fiour. Should all these factors fail 
to control the price of flour in the 
United States at a reasonable level, 
then we shall relax import restric- 
tions and allow wheat and flour to 
enter the United States from Can- 
ada, Australia and Argentina.’’
